He paused to survey tne expanse of

Washington, June 20.— Madriz ha* 
drawn from this government a sharp 
reply to tile protests he made to Prest 
dud Taft claiming that ♦ Lr* United 
States hail prolonged the war in Nic­ 
aragua because it refused to allow the 
bombardment of Bluefields or to allow 
the Venus to 
maintain 
a blockade 
there. 
Consul Olivares at Managua has 
been furnished with a statement which 
the consul has been directed to hand 
to Madrid 
It observes that if any v io­ 
lation of neutrality has occurred it 
was when the Venus sailed from New 
Orleans as an expedition of the Madriz 
faction. 
Madriz protested not to the 
United States alone but to all the 
South American and Central American 
republics. 
The statements which be 
set forth in his telegrams are con­ 
strued bv 
the state department <<s 
nothing less than an effort to placi in 
a false light 
the policy which the 
United States has adopted in dealing 
with the Nicaraguan affair. 
Some of tin . governments which re 
reived his protest have asked for in­ 
formation 
from 
Washington 
upon 
which to base their replies, and tin r< 
fins been an exchange of telegrams be­ 
tween President Diaz of Mexico and 
President Taft. 
President Diaz, it is said, merely 
asked for information, and President 
Taft, replying in a cordial manner, 
sent to the government at Mexico City 
the same statement which Consul Ol­ 
ivares has been directed to hand to 
Madriz. 
Secretary Knox immediately decid­ 
ed that the Madriz protest required 
the special notice of this government, 
because the allegations made evident­ 
ly were founded on error as to the 
actual facts, and the applicable prin­ 
ciples of International law. 
“ A reply was demanded,” an official 
statement issued says, “ and because 
the Cr 'ted States would hesitate to 
allow unchallenged a statement Lorn 
a source which might end. in how­ 
ever slight a degree*, to place its pol­ 
icy in a false light."

ing it.

tuous remark over his shoulder, “Aud 
now. monsieur. I will await you here." 
Catulle Meudes had ti similar run 
after Fugue Poe thr ugh the forest of 
St. Germain, whi !i be ended by Hing­ 
ing bis own sword into the bushes, 
with rile angry exclamation. “ I am 
willing to die from exhaustion by the 
roadside, if need be. but in f from run­ 
ning after a poltreon.'*

was 
ti. t 
which occurred in Toulouse, where a 
lawyer of some note named Cazeiieuve 
was cilled out by a landed preppie: r 
whom he had offended by a speech in 
court. 
He repaired at once to a fell ­ 
ing master, us la* knew nothing w hat­ 
ever about handling a sword. 
This 
teacher gave him the usual advice 
about keeping his adversary at arm 's 
length with the poised and immovable 
rapier, but strongly enjoined him not 
to retread. 
It so happened that the 
landed proprietor, being equally igno­ 
rant, applied to the same master for 
instruction.

coy cries and theories of Lister. P as­ 
teur and others aud vastly improved 
the methods and technique of bacteri­ 
ological investigation until it has be­ 
come the real science of preventive 
medicine. 
I*r. Koch's enfin* life was 
given to painstaking and persevering 
but l»old and original research in im di 
cine. particularly in the development 
rind extension of our knowledge of the 
disease hearing germs and their be 
ha vier under ail possible conditions a f ­ 
fecting human health. 
The German do tor visited America 
in 190*4 after he had completed a year 
and a half of clo*;** study of the “sleep­ 
ing sickness" in un island in South Af­ 
rica 
For fbi** strange malady he dis 
fevered a palliative, not a. cure. 
Hr. Koch's career as an Investigator 
began after his graduation from Got­ 
tingen in ISGfi. 
As early as 1870 he 
had isolated the bacillus of the a n ­ 
thrax. 
Preventive inoculation against 
disease by the u*e of serum or lymph 
—the development of the .Tenner m eth­ 
y l of vaccination—is a method which 
one might almost say originated with 
I t Koch. 
After his discoveries as to 
the nature of the bacillus causing an­ 
thrax he devoted himself to the study 
of the tuberculosis germ and to the so 
called “comma” bacillus identified with 
the cause of cholera. 
It was by the discovery and use of 
tuberculin, popularly known as Koch’s 
lymph, that his fame became world­ 
wide. 
This tuberculin, which he pre­ 
pared in 1801, lie himself claimed to be 
useful only in pulmonary tuberculosis, 
confining its use to the comparatively 
early stages of the disease. 
Koch's investigation and discoveries 
with regard to the cholera bacillus 
have been the foundation of investiga­ 
tions carried on iii Egypt, in India and 
iii other Asiatic countries and have 
made possible a much more definite 
knowledge of epidemic cholera condi­ 
tions and methods of preventing the 
spread of the disease. 
Ile went to the 
Infected regions, putting his life iii 
constant danger. 
Mouth by mouth he 
worked until he discovered the cholera 
bacillus. 
Wide and generous recognition of Dr. 
Koch's 
scientific 
achievements 
bas 
been given him not only by his own 
but by other governments. 
In 1880 be 
became a member <*f the force of flu* 
imperial health office at Berlin. Three 
years later lie was made privy coun­ 
cilor. and in I ss5 he was appointed 
director of the new hygienic institute 
of the University of Berlin. 
He went 
to Italy. Egypt and India in lss4 as 
the head of the German cholera com ­ 
mission and on his return was deco­ 
rated by the emperor and presented 
with IIM (.(KHI marks ($25.00(0 in recog 
nition of his services in discovering th** 
cholera ha i I In-*.

Ce*nrr.cmcrative Monument to Bo U n­ 
veiled st White Plains, N. Y. 
Constructed in a large measure from 
material saved f< r the purpose from 
the building it is to commemorate, a 
rn* nuinent marking the site of the 
county courthouse at White Plains. 
N. V.. where the provincial congress 
in 1770 proclaimed New York an in­ 
dependent state, will be unveiled en 
Flag day, June 14. 
The design of the 
monument has been selected aud is 
being modeled by IL L. Zia)zn of New 
York. A rthur Ware, an architect, pre­ 
pared the design for the monument. 
White Plains chapter, Daughters of 
the American Revolution, is responsi­ 
ble for the construction of the monu­ 
ment and will conduct the ceremonies 
marking its dedication. 
It is expected 
government officials as well as the 
governors of New 
York and other 
states will make addresses. 
The monument, on a site immedi­ 
ately in front of the state armory at 
White Plains, will be sixteen feet 
high and nine feet square at the base 
A shaft of granite twelve feet high 
will surmount the base. 
Much of the i 
stone used was taken when tho old 
courthouse w as razed a year ago. The I 
front of the granite shaft will bear the 
inscription. “Site of the county court- j 
house where on July IO, 1770, the 
provincial 
congress 
proclaimed 
the 
passing of the dependent colony and 
the birth of the independent state of 
New York."
